Stimson of New York, secretary of 
war and the Roosevelt candidate for 
governor of New York in 1910, last 
night declared himself for President 
Taft and «ald that while he remained 
the "sincere friend"' of Roosevelt, he 
could not support him for the Presi- 
dential nomination 
Stimson entered President Taft's 
cabinet last vear, after consultation 
with. Roosevelt, and with the distinct 
understanding with the President that 
he would be bound in no way to take 
•part in the political activities of the 
administration. In a speech before 
the Taft Club of Illinois last night he 
declared his 
belief that President 
Taft's administration represented the 
highest expression of progressive Re- 
publican policy. 
"1 am here tonight to speak for 
..the renominatlon of President Taft," 
said Stimson. "I^am now and always 
havs been a. progressive. 
•- 


FATTHFUIi WORK. 


"I am for Mr. Taft because I be- 


lieve he has faithfully carried out the 
progressive faith of the Republican 
party; thftt hi* administration stand* 
for orderly, permanent progress in 
our national government, and that to 
refuse him the nomination on the 
assertions that 
have 
been 
made 
against him would be a blow to that 
progress and would put a. premium 
upon hasty and unfounded criticism. 
"I entered into public life under the 


Inspiration of Theodore Roosevelt. I 
am a firm believer in the great na- 
tional policies for which ho has 
fought, and t now remain his sincere 
friend. But I believe, that those who 
are forcing him, contrary to his orig- 
inal Intention, into the arena against 
Mr. Taft, are jeopardizing Instead of 
helping the real cause of progress in 
the nation.

The secretary of war drew atten- 
tion to the Investigations that have 
been made under President Taft into 
problems that had been the subject 
of serious controversy for years The 
work of the tariff board, the Hadley 
railway securities commission, and 
the Hughes commission on second- 
class mail matter, were typical, he 
said, of the methods sought by Taft 
to ascertain facts 


"I doubt If there has ever been

One of the party fired 
it—who, Is not known. The bullet grazed 
the forehead of Schmolowltz, Inflicting a 
slight skin wound.

The boy, who was carrying the weapon 
against his father's orders, shouted that 
their carelessness had giotten him into 
trouble, and that his father would beat 
him, and fled from the house. He has 
not been seen since.

"I have not slept since Nathan went 


away," said Mrs. Blaser today, "and I 
am looking all the time to sec if he will 
return. His father would not have beat-

The 
charge was deducted from their scanty earnings whether they drank 
the water supplied by the mill companies or not. It was testified 
that the water charged for at such an exorbitant rate was canal 
water. One boy of fourteen.testified that he earned $1.84~ in three 
days and paid ten cents a day for drinking water. 


The water charge is plain robbery; when it is subtracted from 


a starvation wage, it is equivalent to stealing from the hungry. 
.Whole families worked in the mills and yet were so poor they' 
could not afford to buy butter. Children were compelled to leave 
•chool and go to work for a few cents a day because their families 
did not have enough to eat. No wonder the mill-owners took des- 
perate measures to prevent such facts from going out to the world. 


Senator Works has exposed himself in Washington as an enemy 


Of California's wine industry. He admitted that he was in favor of 
prohibiting the manufacture of wine in the United States. Had he 
avowed such sentiments prior to his election, he would never have' 
gone to Washington to misrepresent the people of this State. 


The Blackmailing Orgai of Reform. 


The blackmailing sheet that is forever yelling reform and forever 


grafting is a familiar figure in the journalistic world. Such papers 
are in the same category with the cinch-bill reformer so frequently 
encountered in legislatures. For them reform is only an instru- 
mentality of graft and blackmail. Their pretended virtue is only 
the disguise of a rogue seeking to shake down some corporation 
or officeholder and plunder the public treasury.

from the methods of the footpad or the ordinary blackmailer who 
threatens unpleasant revelations unless his mouth is closed wjth 
money. 


Publications of this type are a disgrace to journalism and the 


bane of civic progress. They attach themselves as leeches to every 
movement having improvement in administration and the laws to be 
administered as an object, and use reform as the shibboleth of loot. 
When they raise a cry at the heels of a candidate or an officeholder 
it is for the purpose cf compelling him to make peace at a price. 
When they take up the defense of an officeholder they have de- 
nounced for years it is a sign that peace has been made on financial 
terms. When the mouth of one of these cormorants has been 
stopped by a patronage bone such as a building ordinance, the pub- 
lic will be at no loss to understand that official timidity has yielded 
to grafting- importi.r»ify.

Conditions in Mexico. 


But a few days ago Francisco Madero was expressing the ut- 


most confidence in General Orozco's loyalty. Now Orozco is 
-marching on the City of Mexico at the head of an army with the 
avowed intention of deposing Madero and taking the presidency 
himself. He is not for Vasquez Gomez, who is conducting a cam- 
paign by letter from San Antonio and is already calling himself 
president of Mexico. In the meantime predatory bands are raiding 
over two-thirds of the country, creating a reign of terror and throw- 
ing everything into chaotic confusion. Foreigners are fleeing from 
the country because they have no protection. Madero's efforts to 
restore order are growing feebler day by day, and his fall seems 
to be only a matter of time, and a short time at that. Conditions 
are deplorable in the extreme, with small prospect of an early 
mending. Our government is determined not to intervene unless 
forced by the increasing disorder and excesses -'to' step • in for the 
protection of foreign residents, but it begins to appear that inter- 
vention is inevitable. It is quite certain, however, that the United 
States will not send troops across the Rio Grande unless such a 
step should be deemed necessary by the governments of England, 
Germany and France, whose citizens and interests in Mexico our 
government is under an implied obligation to protect. Public sen- 
timent in the United States is opposed to intervention unless it 
becomes absolutely necessary, but from present indications it can- 
not be postponed if anarchy is to be arrested. 


Really the San Francisco News-Letter is unkind to mention the 


enthusiastic laudations of Taft that formerly appeared in the Berk- 
eley Gazette. That was before the editor ofi the Gazette was ap- 
pointed State Printer. As the News-Letter should know, things 
look different when viewed from the State Printing office.

Charges of Impropriety Made 


by One-time Employe of 


Postoffice. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.—Fol- 
lowing the reappointment of Post- 
master Arthur G. Fisk by President 
Ta.lt 
for 
another 
four-year 
term, 
charges of Impropriety have been 
preferred against Flsjc by Miss Mary 
Joesten, a young woman employe 
•who was discharged April, 1911. 
Miss Joesten 
Is 'backed in 
her 
charges against Fisk by Miss Mattie 
Fitzgerald of 221 Spruce street, Oak- 
land, who was discharged for the 
same offense. It is alleged hy Miss 
Joesten that she repulsed the ad- 
vances of her employer and was de- 
prived of h«r position for this reason. 
The case against Fisk has the sup- 
port of several members of 'the state 
officers of tho Knights of Columbus, 
of which Miss Joesten's brother, J. 
J. Joesten of 242 Linden street, is a 
prominent member. When the claims 
made- by the girl were placed before 
these members, and President Taft 
had sent his recommendation for 
Fisk's reappointment to tne Senate 
on January 22, they sent telegrams 
to Senator Works of California, Sen- 
ator Bourne of Oregon and Senator 
O'Corman of New York, with the re- 
sult that the Senate is making the 
present investigation. 


"I cannot with propriety discuss 
the 
nature 
of the charges made 
against me by Miss Joesten at this 
time," said Postmaster Fisk yester- 
day. 


"'INSPECTORS DID. IT." 


"She was dismissed on April 3, 
1811. I had nothing to do with her 
dismissal, except to carry out the or- 
der which was sent to me for the 
discharge of ten young women, of 
whom, she was one. 
"Wa have nothing to do with these 
cases. That Is handled entirely by 
the postoffice inspectors, who are the 
police power of the postoffice. 
I 
did not even know that Miss Joesten 
was being investigated, or that she 
was under suspicion until Jong after 
the case" against her was begun. 
"The matter was in the hands of 
Harry Hall, inspector in charge. .The 
girls 
who 
were 
dismissed 
were 
watched for months, and Miss Joe- 
sten was seen, I have been told, 
stealing magazines and chocolates, by 
three inspectors' in the observatory 
stations. 
"I knew Miss Joesten only as I 
know any one of the thousand em- 
ployes of the postoffice. 
I remem- 
ber that I had occasion a few times 
to reprimand her for failing in her 
duty, 


"The claim that she has made that 
I ever said anything on other than 
business matters Is absolutely untrue. 
Her charges are false, and I will prove 
they • are false before this thing is 
finished. 
"They have been made by her be- 
cause she wants to clear her name 
of the stigma of dismissal for theft, 
with which I had nothing to do. 
"I have absolute confidence that 
they will be swept away by the com- 
mittee of the Senate when the full 
facts are put before them. I am now 
sending full information on the case 
to Washington, and my claims are 
backed,, up by the testimony of the 
inspectors and by "every" employe of 
the postoffice who knows anything 
of the matter. 
"For nearly nine years I have been 
postmaster of San Francisco, and I 
am sure that no one will give any 
credence to these claims of an em- 
ploye who has been discahrged for 
dishonesty."

The petition •nai circulated by Mr;. 
Merriman, TV ho, together with Mrs. J. A. 
McCarth}, has been ln\ estigating Mrs. 
Rice and the outing farm for several 
days. 
The following Is a copv of the petition 
as supplied by Mrs Merriman- 
"To Bertha M Rico, as manager of the 
boys' outing farm. We, the undersigned, 
have intimate and personal knowledge 
of the manner in which you have been 
conducting tha boys' outing farm, and 
particularly of your incompetency and 
inefficiency in caring for children In- 
trusted to your care and of your efforts 
of raising and procuring funds and sup- 
plies for that purpose, and desiring sim- 
ply to procure your retirement from this 
so-called work, without further scandal 
or complications, hereby, and on behalf 
of a sorely tried and scandalized com- 
munity, and in the interest of a very 
worthy charity, call upon you foithwith 
to resign from and forever sever your 
connections with the outing farm, and 
thereby save tho necessity of bringing 
about your enforced retirement and the 
consequences of humiliation."

"Tour committee Is not prepared 


to express an opinion at the present 
time as to whether the rates have 
been reduced to a degree adequate 
to the improvement ofr the flro de- 
partment, but wo wish to acknowl- 
edge tho reduction In tho key rate 
and thank tho flro underwriters for 
tho same. 


"The rates In some instances are 


higher than In 1906 
Tho under- 


writers have furnished an explana-

Tho reason for this Inadequency Is

plain, but In my experience, Oak- 
land, for a number of years, was a 
storm center for Insurance companies

dwelling rates for the entire town-

In 
tho application of this schedule with 
which you have been supplied, engi- 
neers' advice Is relied upon, and for 
the larger cities, as you are aware, 
wo have tho benefit of tho national 
board of engineers, whose reports upon 
Oakland from a fire protection stand- 
point are also In your possession 


I will sav that, as compared with 


tho key rate for Oakland of 46 cents 
for "C" class buildings, the key rate 
for San Francisco Is 57 cents, for 
Stockton 58 cents, for Sacramento 48 
cents, for Fresno 64 cents, for San 
Joso 45 cents 


Xatur.ilij, rtitli tiie growtn of cities 


and towns, the key rato will vary 
unless the standard of fire protection 
Is advanced with the growth of the 
city and Its necessities.

For these reasons it was generally ex- 
acted that Turner would ally with the 
iocialists whenever effort was made by 
them to put their program into effect.

four weeks. The consequence is that the chorus girl is a beauti- 
ful specimen of athletic girlhood. All pretty, uncomplaining, 
contented and happy. They enjoy their work and are proud of 
their ability to do,the pretty dances and numbers that are'so at-_^ 
tractive to the public. The chorus is no small part of the sue- I 
cess of a musical comedy. And no girl need'be ashamed to say | 
proudly that she is in the chorus of any first-class-comic opera* 
or musical play. 


All girls should go to a gymnasium and^ro through a train- 


ing for muscle and bone. Limbs should" be strong and supple. 
A thorough sweat should be taken by exercising the body to 
beautify and invigorate the system. There is far less harm done 
in the world by the hard working chorus girl than there is done 
by the daughters of the rich, who have no object in doing any- 
thing that is not exactly to their liking. Of course, they are all 
looking for a nice husband, but what girls are not? The girls 
who work will look twice before taking a life mate where the 
daughters of the rich will take a husband to get away'from the 
stupidity of their homes.

WASHINGTON. 
March 6.—Mrs. Taft 


again attended the hearing today before 
the rules committee of the House, which 
Is inquiring Into the strike conditions at 
Lawrence. 
She Journeyed 
to 
Capitol 


hill through a heavy snowstorm and oc- 
cupied a seat behind the committee on 
the platform. Wives of many congress- 
men also were present. 


Captain John J. Sullivan, acting chief 


marshal of Lawrence, on the stand dur- 
ing tha morning, was asked about the 
stabbing of an Italian boy. 


"Soldiers were going across a trestle 


bridge," he said, "when this boy rushed 
at one of them. A second soldier prodded 
him with a bayonet. No report ever was 
made to the police on this case." 


"What was the boy attempting to do?" 


asked Representative Dalzell. 


"No one knew what was In the boy's 


mind, but the supposition Is he Intended 
to push the soldier through the trestle." 
"What happened to the boy?" 
"He was taken to a hospital and re- 
covered." 


INTERFERENCE WITH WORKERS. 
He told of one morning when the strik- 


ers had planned to form an endless pa- 
rade, locking arms to prevent persons, 
who wished to eo to work, from reach- 
ing the mills. 


"Although' they did not do this," hs 


continued, "they did fill several of tlie 
streets leading to the mills. I am sure 
there were 25,000 persons In these mobs. 
No attempt at a parade was made, but 
numerous* persons were prevented from 
going to work. 
^ "Late In the day the strikers began 


Oling the trolleys off the cars, all along 
a line. The cars were stoned, people 


Driven out and motormen and conduct- 
ors frightened off. I saV»one man pick 
•up two chunks of Ice and hurl them. 
I 


put him under arrest and was pelted 
with Ice. 
One officer came to my as- 


sistance. I held up my club and threat- 
ened any man who came near. An Ar- 
menian 
who struck me a particularly 


hard blow In the head was the only man 
I hit. I did strike him as hard as I 
could. I also saw there a wounded car- 
penter assaulted by strikers after they 
'lad dragged him from the car." 


\ "NO LEADERS." 


"Could you locate the leaders, men

John Mitchell Refuses to Give 


Assurance That He Will 


'Adhere to Decree.' 


Declares Willingness 
Would 


Place Him in False Light • 


With Himself. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
6.—John 


Mitchell vice-president of the A. F. of 
L, declined today to give to Judge Wright 
of the supreme court of the district of 
Columbia any assurance that he expected 
"hereafter to lend adherense to the de- 
crees of the judicial tribunals of this 
land." 


To do s-o, he declared, would be an ad- 


mission that he had heretofore failed to 
comply with lawful decrees. 
Mitchell 


said he had rather be convicted of con- 
tempt than be acquitted on any other 
ground than the facts In the case. 


Mitchell's letter to the court follows: 
"Judge Wright: 
Sir—At the close of 


my examination in the contempt pro- 
ceedings instituted against Mr. Gornpers, 
Mr. Morrison and me the court stated that 
I was free at any time before these pro- 
ceedings closed to give expression to tbo 
court either orally or in written com- 
munication on the subject of following 
recommendations: 


"The court strongly <fecommends that 


you consider again the propriety of ac- 
quainting the court before these proceed- 
ings close with your conviction whether 
you ought, and whether you expect, here- 
after to lend adherence to the decrees 
of the judicial tribunals of the land in. 
matters commltteed by law to their juris- 
diction and power." 


GIVES IT THOUGHT. 


"I have given the court's recommen- 


dations careful thought and serious con- 
sideration-, as a result of' which I de- 
sire to say that I believe a statement by 
me that 'I expect hereafter to lend ad- 
herence to the decrees of the judicial 
tribunals of the land' would be subject to 
no other Interpretation than that I have 
heretofore failed or refused' to comply 
with the lawful decrees-of the court and 
that my evidence in this proceeding: was 
not truthful and sincere and In keeping 
with the facts In the case. 


"I am not willing to make any state- 


ment that would Impugn my own tes- 
timony. I am not willing by any device or 
subterfuge to attempt to deceive the 
court or secure un acquittal 
by 
any 


other means than those of the evidence 
and tho truthfulness of my testimony. 


"Indeed I should feel more content- 


ment if I were convicted, conscious of the 
rectitude of niy course and the truth- 
fulness of my evidence than wero I ac- 
quitted pn any ground other than the 
facts ns they have been presented to the 
court and the law as it has been enun- 
ciated by the higher tribunal.

SUFFERS NERVOUS BREAKDOWN

AX.AMEDA, March 6.—Breaking down 


under the strain and worry Incidental to 
the trouble In the First Christian church, 
the Rev. J." R. Perkins la confined to his 
bed with a nerv6us attack which came on 
•uddonly yesterday afternoon. 
He 
is 


under the care of Dr. W. O. Smith. His 
resignation does not take effect for 60 
days, and if hia health permits, It is ex- 
pected that he will fill the pulpit during 
March and April. 


The opposition to the minister la mani- 


festing a strange reluctance to discuss- 
ing the matter. Mrs. H. J. McNutt, one 
of the opposition leaders, said that the 
church would undoubtedly continue in the 
hands of those who remained in the con- 


gregation. She -was not prepared to ex- 
press any opinion as to how many sup- 
porters of the minister were expected to 
leave the church with the pastor. She 
expressed confidence that, "with with the 
Lord's help," the opposition would be able 
to /finance the church and manage the 
burden of debt If the remaining church 
members "cling to the Lorfl -with their 
whole heart, soul, mind and faith." Mrs. 
McNutt said the other side Is talking now 
and that the opposition probably would 
have nothing much to say until plans 
were perfected for future procedure. She 
tersely stated that the exact status of 
affairs was being magnified by the other 
side In some particulars, and was not 
accurate in other statements.

ALAMEDA, March 6.—Councilman-elect 
Charles W. MacRae was sworn into of- 
fice at tho council meeting last night, 
Council President E B. BulWk adminis- 
tering the oath of office. MacRae imme- 
diately took the seat loft vacant by the 
Jeath of the late Councilman Peter Chris- 
tensen. 


The council adopted a preliminary bond 


resolution, calling for the Issuance 
of 


1200,000 of municipal bonds for an elec- 
tric light plant and flre and police de- 
partment betterments. The dato of the 
special bond election will be fixed by a 
later resolution. The federated improve- 
ment clubs of tho city asked the countil 
to postpone all bond procedure until the 
proposal had bcon thrashed over by tho 
clubs. Tho communication was referred 
to committee and then ignored through 
the adoption of the preliminary bond res- 
olution. 


There was a large lobby present which 


took part in the bond discussion. Among 
tho speakers were Green Majors, C. F.

WOMEN ARRESTED. 


L'AWRENCE, Mass., March 6.—Com- 


parative quiet prevailed during the hours 
preceding the opening of the textile mills 
today." The most important 'addition to 
the ranks of the returning operatives 
was the loom fixers, who voted last night 
to accept the five per cent wage in- 
crease. 


Twelve arrests were made this morn- 


ing, but all were for minor offenses. Half 
the number taken into custody 
were 


women who bad in their possession a 
mixture of pepper, sand and spice. 


It was estimated that in the last three 


days not more than 3000 persons have 
resumed work in the factories. 


The man body of strikers, it is thought. 


Intend to hold out In the hope of obtain- 
ing further concessions. 


Captain Sullivan said children frequent- 


ly were sent out of Lawrence by the 
strikers without the consent or even the 
knowledge of their parents. 


WOMEN PICKETS. 


Just before the trouble at the depot, 


he sold, a system of picketing by women 
had 
bcon Inaugurated by the strikers. 


These pickets would not obey the police. 


"They felt they wcro martyrs, hero- 


ines and wanted to go to Jail," said the 
captain. 
"When they were fined for as- 


saults they appealed their coses. 


"These women wero In Jail on tho day 


of tho trouble at the station and their 
children were brought to them in the 
jails. These were the children described 
here as being locked up. Their lathers 
had brought them there and !eft them. 


"The women and children brought to 


tho station after tho trouble at tho de- 
pot never saw a cell. They never wore 
put In cells." 


Describing the trouble at the depot, 


Captain Sullivan said he had twenty-four 
officers with him and gave orders that 
all loiterers be driven away. 


"There were about 100 people there and 


all left but fifteen," ho said. "To those 
who remained I said, 'I don't know you 
people, but before- you leave Lawrence J 
want to know whether you arc the par- 
ents or guardians of these children and 
where you are taking them." 


"NO ONE CLUBBED." 


"I got no answer from any of them. 


In a few minutas these few children were 
gathered up and started for tho train. I 
e«tflhll«h^,^ f-o lir.cs „: ijoiicomen and 
prevented them from going to that train. 
We put them in iho automobile truck 
and took them to the station. 
No one 
was clubbed or hurt." 


The captain denied that there was any 


violence used and said he was on the 
spot all tho time and that no soldiers 
wero there with guns and bayonets. 


"There were only elsht wom«n there 


and fifteen children. 
They did not go 


Into the truck cheerfully. 
They had to 


be assisted to tho trruck, but they wero 
not thrown. This Brown woman was the 
only one who screamed. 
She did make 
somo noise."

Passengers on Alameda Elec- 


tric Line Frightened by 


Falling Equipment. 


" ALAMEDA, March 8.—A 
spectacular 


mishap occurred nn the Southern Pacific 
electric system last night at 8:30 o'clock, 
tying up all service between Alameda 
pier and Oakland and Alameda for more 
than two hours. Several passengers on 
the train which caused the trouble were 
slightly cut by shattered glass from the 
car windows, which were broSen by the 
heavy overhead wires as they were torn 
loose from the trolley masts by tho train 
and landed on the roof and sides of the 
train. The passengers were thrown Into 
a panic as the wires smashed the win- 
dows and threw sparks. 


The train which caused the accident 


left Alameda pier at 8'30 o'clock on the 
north side stretch of the Alameda loop. 
About a mile and a half from the pier 
the trolley hook caught the trolley wire 
wire and commenced to tear It down. 
Nearly 
a' mile of trolley 
wire was 


wrecked before the train stopped. Not 
only., the wire over the train, but the 
trolley lines to Fourteenth and Franklin 
streets, Oakland, ana on the south side 
of the Alameda loop, wero torn loose, 
the accident, happening on the narrow 
stretch of track between the car shops 
and the pier.

at Freeville 
He told of the conditions which deter- 
mined him to establish the nucleus of 
the little community, of the manner in 
which the boys and girls who became 
members of the colony were taught to 
govern and support themselves and to 
become useful citizens. 


"SELF-GOVERNMENT" IDEAU. 


it "Self-government." said the 
speaker 


_}B our motto, coupled -with 
-Nothin: 
Without Labor.' 
These are the 
basic 
principles of the movement." 
\t the 
close of his address George was given 
a great ovation. 
He said in part: 
"Above all things that I may say to 
you about the George Junior Republic 
I -want to Impress upon you that it is 
not a reformatory Institution nor a school 
nor a charitable establishment. 
It Is 
not for the bad boy and girl alone nor 
the poor boy and girl. It is just a village 
where the boys and girls govern them- 
selves by administration of the laws of 
our country and support themselves by 
their otvn cfrorta and thereby learn self- 
control and Independence to the end that 
they may be good citizens. 
"When the George 
Junior 
Republic 
•was established It was designed for the 
help of the poor children of New York. 
Later we changed our plans somewhat, 
and began taking In the bad boys and 
girls from among the poor. 
We found 
that ttte child who was the wickedest In 
his home environment often made the 
best citizen of the republic, and our re- 
public was never In better shape than 
at that period.' 


RICH AND POOR ELIGIBLE. 


"Then --we began taking In bad boys 
and girls from rich families- We, coulrt 
see no reason ivhy the rich boy should 
not be saved for good citizenship as 
well as the poor boy. 
We made the 
father of a rich boy pays a contribution 
to the funds of the republic, but this 
did not ghe the boy any favors. 
He 
was left to work out Ms own salvation 
and very often the poor boy became rich 
In the little community, -while the rich 
boy remained a regular customer at the. 
'beanery^ lunch place. 
"The village is conducted ae any other 
village is conducted, except that a. citizen 
reaches a voting age at 16 years Instead 
of 21. This teaches responsibility at an 
age when youth is most susceptible of 
impression. 
"The reason why most bad boys be- 
come bad boys Is the hero worship of 
tho dare devil boy, a thing that Is com- 
mon to all boys of all conditions and 
natures and stations In life. 
Boys will 
hang together, they will form gangs, and 
if there rests with them no responsibility 
they get into mischief. We teach them 
responsibility and It makes them good 
citizens. 
"We have seven of these republics, 
all of the same type and doing the same 
work. The largest Is the one at Free- 
ville, with some 200 citizens. 
One Is 
being established In England now. There 
are villages In Western 
Pennsylvania, 
Flemington, New Jersey; Litchfield, Mas- 
sachusetts; Baltimore and Chlno, Califor- 
nia.

FIRST DESERTION 


Take Prisoner to Niagara 


City on Charge of Wife 


Abandonment. 


With tho first extradition papers to be 


issued in the United States to take a man 
across the continent for deserting his wife 
and family. Detective Sergeant John L. 
Roeder of Niagara Falls city, N. Y , ar- 
rived In Oakland today to take James 
Donnelly, arrested hero a week ago, back 
to New York state for trial. 


It has not been the custom in the past 
to apply for extradition where the crime 
of .failure to provide was concerned, and 
it is thought that the new precedent set 
by New York of seeking out fugitives of 
this character to force them to do their 
duty will ,be followed in other states. 


Chief of Police Thomas H. Lyons of 
Niagara Palls' city .has been engaged for 
the past seven months In trailing Don- 
nelly across the continent, using the-tele- 
graph wfres freely, and obtaining tho co- 
operation of police departments In various 
cities. 
The desertion of his family by 


Donnelly is said to have been unusually 
callous, as the man left a wife and six 
children, ranging from 7 years of age to 
one born after he had deserted his wife. 


Donnelly was captured 
In 
Pullman, 


Contra Costa county, through the efforts 
of the Oakland police on information pro- 
vided by Chief of Police Lyons of Niag- 
ara Falls city. The man was greatly sur- 
prised when taken Into custody, and sta- 
ted that he had no Idea that anybody 
within 1000 miles knew of his Identity. 


The wife deserter explained to Detec- 
tive Sergeant Roeder this morning that he 
left his home and position in the east be- 
cause he feared for his life. He declared 
that he woke one night to find his wife 
standing over him with a iazor In her 
hand, and that he feared she was de- 
mented and would cut his throat some- 
time when he was asleep. 


The story told by Donnelly Is looked up- 


on as a. dubious invention by the police. 
Ihe man left his wife last May, and since 
that time she has been In destitute cir- 
cumstances. 
The landlord of her resi- 
dence charitably forgot to call on rent 
days and assisted in providing- assis- 
tance for the woman and her children. 
The case came to -the notice of Chelt 
Lyons and he decided that he would find 
the deserter and bring him back if po»- 
sible. 


Mrs. Donnelly was taken before tho 


grand jury and an indictment was is- 
suer! against the fugitive. Papers were 
signed,by the governor, and armed with 
these legal documents Chief Lyons com- 
menced his seven months search" for Don- 
nelly.

or Friday by Detectice Sergeant Roeder, 
who Is making his flrst trip to tho Pacific 
coast.

John Klein Dies at Age of 91; 


Was Pioneer Miner 


of State. 


John Klein, father of the first white 


twins born In Tuolumne 
county, died 


jesterda/ in this city, aged 91 years 7 
months and 9 days 
His twin sons, who 


are also his youngest children, are now 
past 50 years of age 
They are Charles 
B. and Albert Klein, both of San Fran- 
cisco 


Other surviving children of Klein are 
H. A Klein, his oldest son, aged 64 years, 
of San Francisco, Charlotte Louise Klein, 
aged 62 years, of Oakland, and Captain 
John E. Klein, aged 66 years, of 
San 
Francisco 
Klein was also the father of 
the late Mrs George B Calder of Oak- 
land 
Klein was bom in Westphalia, Ger- 
many, and came to New York when he 
was a young man. In that city he was 
one of the organizers of the Order of 
Hermann's Sons. In 1856, with his wife 
and their elder children, Klein came to 
California and engaged in 
mining 
In 
Tulumne county. He was one of the best 
known mining men In the State 
He 
remained in Tuolumne county until 14 
years ago, when Ul health prompted him 
to leave the country. He went first to 
Stockton and then to San Francisco, and 
after the great fire of 1906 he moved to 
Oakland. He was a past president of the 
Odd Fellows' order in Tuolumne, and had 
held other offices ot honor in that or- 
der.
